•‘Dear  Sister  : — 

Your  letter  found 
me  on  a sick  bod,  else  it  should 
have  been  answered  immediately. 
We  have  a society,  organized  near- 
ly eight  years  ago.  Every  year 
in  that  time  we  have  given  to  tin- 
various  missions,  and  have  done 
some  home  work.  Wo  sent  up 
ten  dollars  lor  the  Valence  Street 
church,  to  the  Convention  ; tve 
have  recently  paid  ten  dollars  to- 
ward settling  a church  debt,  and 
havo  given  another  Ion  towards 
home  work.  We  pay  twelve  dol- 
lars towards  our  sexton’s  wages, 
and  have  now  on  hand  a balance 
of  twenty-eight  dollars.
